Earth Is Poisonous. 

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 29.—Believing 
that chemical ingredients in the earth 
of the athletic field of the State School 
of Mines at Golden, a suburb, were part- 
ly responsible for the death of his son. 
George Leo Schneider will have the 
earth submitted to tests. 

“How extensively arsenic impregnates 
the earth, I do not know, but there will 
be a rigid test of the dirt made to de- 
termine this,” said Prof. Schneider. ‘“‘It 
has long been suspected that there was 
some chemical property in the earth, 
presumably arsenic, that was responsible 
for sores and ulcerated’ wounds sus- 
tained by students in playing on the field 
who. had suffered simple abrasions of 
the skin.

Candy .Factory Foreman Tells 
of Them—Police Now Have 
a New Clew. 

MAY EXPLAIN TWO FIRES 
Authorities Agree Epilepsy 
Causes Victims to Do Strange 
Criminal Acts. 


Epilepsy, the police now believe, may 
account for the strange acts of Barbara 
Gladys Arnold, who confessed that she 
set the Berlin Hotel fire, causing three 


{persons to be burned to death, and who 


has repudiated her confession. 

George E. Hoop, foreman of the Peck- 
ham factory of the National Candy Co., 
Seventh and Spruce streets, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Friday that Barbara 
had three epileptic fits while she was in 
the company’s employ, under his su- 
pervision, in the last three ‘months of 
1911, 

Epliepsy frequently causes its victims 
tO commit criminal acts which would 
otherwise be unaccountable. The im- 
pulses commit these acts may come 
at time’ when there is no fit and no 
manifest attack of the disease. 

Medical authorities agree that epilepsy 
has these effects. . From the medical 
standpoint, it would be nothing remark- 
able if an epileptic. sufferer should com- 
jmit.murderous arson by setting fire to 
a hotel full of people, and should at- 
tempt to repeat the act in another ho- 
tel. This is what Barbara Arnold con- 
fessed, three weeks and a half aso, that 
she had done.’ 

Hoop said the girl was employed as a 
candy cutter in the factory during the 
three months of the Christmas rush last 
year. She was one of the best workers 
in. the place, and gave little attention to 
the other workers, either the girls or 
the Doys. . But, the foreman said, she 
suffered three violent épileptic fits, thrée 
or four weeks apart: In one of these 
fits two men had to restrain her from 
harming herself. 

His statement will have an important 
bearing on the girl’s. case, which will} 
ene be heard ny a ery in the * 


day indica | after a 
conference with the girl’s lawyers and 
Probation Officer Fullerton, that the 
trial would probably take place next 
week. 

Holds Up Delinquency Complaint. 

The Judge said jf would be useless 
to proceed with the charge of delin- 
quency, the only one which was pending 
egainst the 16-year-old girl, and that the 
thing to do would bs to wait for the 
action’of the grand jury, which has been 
investigating the girl’s confession that 
she fired the Berlin and tried to burn 
the Windermere. 

In an interview printed exclusively in 
last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, the girl 
denied the statements mads in her con- 
fession, and said she knew’ nothing 
about the manner in which either of the 
fires started. She said the confession 
was due to ths suggestive power of 
Chief of Detectives Allender. 

He said the grand jury would proba- 
bly report its action in the case Frid.y 
afternoon. The grand jury, he said, 
mey indict the girl for either of he 
fires, and if this is done, the case ‘will 
be set for trial at the earliest possible 
day, probably next Tuesday, in the 
Juvenile Court. The lawyers said they 
would ask for a jury, though jury 
trials in the Juvenile Court are unusual. 

Judge Withrow also mentioned the pos- 
sibility that the grand jury might in- 
dict the girl for the Windermere fire 
and ignore the more serious fire at the 
Berlin. The reason for this action, he 
said, would be the absence of any -evi- 
dence in the Berlin case, except ‘‘an al- 
leged confession, which she may or may 
not repudiate when she is questioned in 
court.”

WITH IRON HAND 


Gustave Schlecht at Silver Wed- 
ding Imparts Secret. of 
- Marital Bliss. 


CALLS SUFFRAGE A CURSE 


Declares Woman Man’s Inferior, 
and That She Must Know It 
—Husband Is General. 


“Woman is not the équal of man, 
hever was and never will be,” 
Gustave Schlecht of .3874 Arsenal 
street to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Friday morning, following the cele- 
bration of his. silver wedding Thurs- 
day night at Tower Grove Turnver- 
ein Hall, 3548 Juniata street. There 
in the presence of his wife, daugh- 
ter and friends he made a speech in 
which he declared that in order to 
make married life happy the hus- 


band “must rule with an iron hand.” 
He told in the interview how other 
couples could enjoy a quarter century's 
happiness under such a‘ despotic rule. 
“Man is woman’s superior intel- 
lectually,” said Schlecht to the re- 
“and the woman.should be 
taught to know it. I have’ always 
been the boss’in our married -life, 
and that is why we have been s0 
happy—26 years together and never 
a quarrel. Some women don’t seem 
to have enough intelligence to real- 
ize they are the inferiors, and they 
must be told so by their husbands. 
Should Have Supreme Power. 
“The husband should have the upper 
hand and supreme power in final au- 
thority, ruling with the iron hand. That 
is exactly my belief. In the home the 
husband should be like the general in 
the army. His orders should be obeyed. 
He should, of course,- uae his brains 
enough not to give orders unless he real- 
iges that the are for the best:’’ ) 
Then Schlecht, whose wife had .en- 
tered the room, continued in this strain: 
The wife ought/to be supreme in the 
home life and the husband In the busi- 
‘ness life. In all big. things the man 
should be the chief actor. The ome. is 
nan's. realm, .but sometimes, if T see 
that things are not going right, I speak 
up and say so For inetance) YE too 
much electricity is being used, or too 


many fancy dishes, or too much fiuffy }- 


ruffles. decoration around the house. | 
Start by Taking Upper Hand. 

‘If I see my wife doesn't know 
just how to do things and needs aid, 
I give her orders. The thing to do 
is to start by taking the upper hand 
and let the woman see that the man 
is her superior. If he doesn’t do this 
she will begin to feel herself the 
man’s equal. 

“What I said last night about suf- 
rage for women I want to repeat 
now. Suffrage would be one of the 
greatest curses to women. It would 
tuke her away from the home to out- 
side interests, where she has no busi- 
ness. 

‘“‘Wife’s and. husband's interests would 
clash. Both would try to be boss. There 
can’t be two bosses in married life any 
rore than there can be two presidents 
of a’ business concern.” 


Schlecht, however, concedes that the 
wife should know something about the 
financial situation as it concerns the 
family. He admits that the annual or 
semiannual business statement should 
be discussed with the wife. On this 
point he said: 

“Most wives don't have the mental 
ability ‘to understand such things, and 
it is for the husband to do the best he 
can to explain them to her,”

White. 

Mrs. Schlecht, who {s 50 years old and 
one ‘year her husband's senior, was 
Miss Minnie Braun when the marriage 
took place 25 years ago in SS. Petr 
and Paul’s Church. 


“You can often make your husband 
think he is the boss in the home when 
he really isn't,” said Mrs. Schliecat, 
with a smile. ‘In most things the mun 
is the superior, But the woman has 
an instinct which leads her to arrange 
things in the home for the best. [ff 
my husband gives order to me I think 
|them over.- He rarely gives orders to 
the cook or the maid. I say to myself, 
‘what’s the use to argue? I know more 
about the home than he will ever 
know.’ ”’ 

When asked if there had never been 
any disagreements between herself and 
her husband, Mrs. Schlect smiled and 
replied: 

“We are not anges. We are almost 
human.

Hale ‘said Friday he would introduce 
at the night meeting of the House a 
bill providing for such improveménis 
in the tunnel. His experience in the 
gloomy passage, he said, came while 
he was on his way to Illinois to spend 
the holiday. The train moved slowly 
through the subterranean passaye, 
which extends from Eighth and Poplar 
streets to Eads Bridge, and he soo 
found himself inhaling’ large quantitiis 
of coal gas he said. 

Also, as he peered anxiously fnto 
the black gloom of the tunnel, he 
got to thinking: “Now what if this 
train should be wrecked or got stuck 
in here? I couldn't see, I couldn’t 
breathe, and who knows whether I 
would ever get out alive?’ 

So, while the train glided across 
the Illinois prairies, Hale devised his 
bill to make the tunnel more hab- 
itable. The bill provides that “the 
owner ‘of any underground rathway 
or tunnel in St. Louis” shall install 
fans, “or other equipment approved 
by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments,” to keep the passage free from 
smoke. 

Fans placed more than- 300 feet apart 
would not generate enough breeze. 
Hale’says. The electric lights must 
erable a person in the tunnel to get 
“an unobstructed view to -an~ exit,’ 
the exits must not be more than 1000 
feet apart ad should be easily 
found by means of signs placed 300 
feet apart. 

The bill also provides that an adequate 
stairway up to the streét shall be con- 
structed at each exit and that the 
penalty for disregarding' the require- 
ments of the bill shall be $500 a day.

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Barber Friend of Woman Re- 
Cluse Suffocated in Fire De- 
clares He Is Heir. 


SHE A BROOKLYN MYSTERY 


Crippled Spinster of Zo Had 
Lived 50 Years Alone Watch- 
ing Fortune Grow. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2%.—Miss Octavia 
Fredericks, a little old maid of 70, known 
as “The millionaire cripple of Hoyt 
street,”" was killed by smoke last even- 
ing in her apartments on the second 
floor of the flat ‘house at Nos. 24 and 
2% Hoyt street, Brooklyn, where she has 
lived 50 years. 

Before she had been dead three hours, 
Antonio Oreckento, a barber, who rented 
a shop from the old woman on the 
ground floor of the house in which she 
lived, and who was injured in the fire, 
made a claim from a cot in the Holy 
Family hospital] to her entire estate. 

“In the first place,” began Oreckento, 
“her name was not Fredericks, but 
Frederich. She, her mother, Cecelia, her 
brother, Alphonse and sister, Emily, 
came to America about §0 years ago 
from France. Octavia invested her money 
in Brooklyn real estate and it increased 
many times in value until she prac- 
tically owned all the property in Hoyt 
street between Livingston and Scher- 
merhorn. 

“Her mother died 2% years ago and 
then there came a family quarrel. I 
don’t know exactly what it was about. 
but it. ended in Alphonse and Bmilie 
leaving the Hoyt street house and gofng 
to San Diego, Cal. There they have lived 
alone since, if they are still alive. 


Claims to Have Been Her Agent. 

“Fifteen years ago Miss Octavia suf- 
fered a strake of paralysis. From then 
until her death she walked on crutches 
and most of the time she was bedrid- 
den. I have acted as her agent, col- 
lecting the rents and superintending the 
property generally. 

“She had two large bank accounts, 
one in the People’s Trust Co. and the 
other in the Brooklyn Savings Bank. 
I mfade the deposits for her, and she 
never drew out any mioney. 

“On Wednesday I took her $600, which. 
was to have been deposited tomorrow 
This money was placed in a bank book 
and was with her at the time of her 
death. It should be in the place now. 

“Miss Oetavia sent for me on Sept. 
26 and drew up a will in the presence 
of a lawyer, whose name I do not re- 
call now, in which she made me her 
sole heir. I must find this lawyer at 
once and claim the estate. That I 
shall do as soon as I am out of the 
hospital,”’ 

The barber was questioned about the 
old maid’s habi He said that she 
never indulged in luxuries, that she 
lived the most frugal sort of existenca, 
but that, in spite of her bedridden con- 
dition, she had the keenest sort of 
mind for business. : 

Was Woman of Mystery. 

For the past 20 years Miss Fredericks, 
as she was known, had been a woman 
of mystery in the vicinity of her home. 
Always she was considered a miser. She 
made no friends and even shrunk from 
acquaintances, and although she owned 
the land in Hoyt street, now valued at 
$600,000, she spent only sufficient money 
to provide her with enough food to keep 
soul and body together. 

The only person who ever entered her | 
squalid flat was the barber, and he 


service to her. 

Occasionally on birthdays the little old 
maid miser would hobble to the streets 
on her crutches and look over her land 
holdings. These outings usually fol- 
lowed offerings for her property, which 
backed upon several big Fulton street 
department stores. The owners of the 
stores offered her high prices for the 
property, but every offer was refused. 

“I'll hold it until it’s worth a million," 
she would tell Oreckento, through whom 
the offers would have to be made. 

At times she would take some of her 
money and invest in stocks or bonds or 
she would acquire mortgages on other 
property. Her estate grew until she was 
placed in the millionaire class. 


Smoke Puff, Doors Locked. 

There was a puff of smoke from her 
apartments about 6 o’clock. Policeman 
Shaughnessey turned in an alarm and 
attempted to get into the old woman’s 
rooms on thé second floor, but the doors 
were locked. 

Capt. Edward Neallis and Fireman 
Thomas Bracken of Engine Co. No. 126 
broke the lock on the rear door, but 
found it jamméd with many boxes and 
an old mattress. They then broke down 
the front door. 

In an old rocking chair in the front 
room, the old woman sat, dead. The 
room was filled with smoke which came 
from the burning floor. The fire was 
extinguished quickly. It had started 
from burning coals falling from a rick- 
6ty old stove in which was the woman's 
Thanksgiving turkey, now cooked to a 
nicety. 

There were three broken chairs in the 
house, including the rocker in which she 
died. The police believe she fel! asleep 
in the chair w cooking the turkey 
and was suffocated without awakening. 

The Public Administrator will take 
charge of the old woman's effects today 
and try to find her relatives and the 
banks Where she hoarded her savings.

Six- 
ty-five cultures were taken Thursday, 
and Dr. Woodruff said he expected a 
number of these would show germs. 

Five children were sent to the con- 
tagion hospital early in the week and 
18 more were sent Thursday. It is prob- 
able that as soon ag the cultures taken 
Thursday are examined the number iso- 
lated will be increased. 

Think Diease Came from Loufsville, 

The physicians believe the disease was 
introduced Into the school by William 
Christian, a boy from Louisville, Ky., 
who ‘Was placed in the house of deten- 
tion Nov. ll. The boy showed clinical 
signs of diphtheria, but although two 
cultures ‘were taken, they showed no 
germs, and he was sent to the industrial 
school. 

The first child to show symptoms of 
the disease at the school was William 
Touhill, 12 years old. He was sent to 
the hospital Monday. 

Physicians say that only four of the 
cases are considered severe, and they 
believe that by the use of the antitoxin 
they have prevented a spread of the dis- 
ease in a serious form to the other chi)- 
dren. As a safeguard, C. G. Rathmann, 
assistant superintendent of education, 
has ordered that classes at the school be 
stopped until all danger is past.

Splinte# in Year Travels Half! 


Length ofBody of Lad Hurt 
on the Gridiron. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 29.—George W. 
Hayes, 16, died in the Children’s. Home- 
opathic Hospital] from a splintered bone 
which worked its way from his kneecap 
to his heart. The boy was an enthu- 
siastic athlete and a year ago was a 
member of a juvenile football eleven. 
While playing he was injured on the 
kneecap and a smal! piece of the bone 
was splintered. He complained for a 
time, but nothing was thought of it. 

Recently the boy suffered from sharp 
pains in his left side. He was taken 
to the hospital, but numerous diagnoses 
fatled to show the cause of the pains. 
Following. his death an autopsy revealed 
that a splinter of the kneecap had 
worked its way half the length of the 
boy's body. 

Physicians are unable to account for 
the fact that the bone worked its way 
up until it punctured the heart. It is 
sald to be the first case on record of 
its kind.

Gy Leased Wire From the New York 
-Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—Albert T, Pat- 
rick’s pardon has opened the floodgates. 
Francis Garvin, who with James W. Os- 
borne, was the active prosecutor of Pat- 
rick, denounces the pardon as “an in- 
sult to Judge Goff, who tried him, an 
affront to the District. Attorney and an 
outrage against .the people of New 

York.” 

Garvin said this one act of the Gov- 
ernor’s had undone in one stroke the 
confidence renewed in administration of 
the criminal law by the speedy vindica- 
tion in the trial of Becker and the gun 
men. . 

“If the work of public officials,” he 
said, “is liable to be undone at one 


legal function and empowered to ignore 
the fundamentals of justice, then we need 
in the worst way legislation to “eurb his 
authority to turn: out’ convicts without 
hearing evidence. 

Never Dented Murder Under Oath, 


“Patrick’s only assertion of his inno- 
cence has been made outside of the 
courtroom by himself or his milionaire 
brother-in-law. He never has dared to 
submit to an examination under oath, 
although he has. been repeatedly urged 
to do so. 
“Had the Governor, who granted this 
pardon, desired to know the truth ‘he 
could have called Patrick before him for 
examination by his own counsel, and 
then for cross-examination by represent- 
atives of the people. The. county . of 
New York has spent more than. $250,000 
in the prasecution of this cage, admitted- 
ly the most complicated murder case in 
the history of this country, if not of the 
world.

QUITS WIFE BABY 


Mrs. Christian Altenhernd Tells 
Police Creditors Made Him 
Lose Two Jobs. 


GARNISHEED HIS SALARY 


22-Year-Old Mother Does Copy- 
ing and Housework to Sup- 
port Self and Child. 


Loan sharks, garnisheeing Christian 
Altenbernd’s pay, caused him to lose 
two successive positions, his wife told 


for abandoning her’and their baby girl, 
8 months old. She is gaining a meager 
livelihood by working as a copyist and 
doing housework at her boarding place, 
4011 Cook avenue. 

The wife, Mrs. Lily Altenbernd, is 22 
years old. The missing husband is 2 
years older. In a long letter received 
Friday by the Chief, she tells the story 
of her mafriage, of financial entangle- 
ments and of the final departure of Al- 
tenbernd, Oct. 6. She expresses the wish 
that he be punished for leaving her. 

“Murderérs are punished for murder, 
and burglars for péfirglary,’’ she writes. 
“Why should not the man who deserts 
his wife and family be punished for 
that?’ 

Borrowed 8150, 

She said she met Altenbernd at a 
Watch party on New Year's eve, nearly 
two ysars ago. She married him Feb. 
4, and the first thing he told her after 
the cere Was that his salary had 
just been’ uced from $90 a month to 
$30, and that they would have to keep 
th> marriage secret for awhils. 

In the spring, when he was getting 
$65, they went to housekeeping at 3866 
Kennerly avenue, and it was then that 
he got into the loan sharks’ clutches by 
borrowing $150. Through the money 
lenders’ attempts to recover their prin- 
cipal and interest, he lost his job as a 
rate clerk with the Missouri Pacific, 
and in the same way he lost his next 
job, which was with the Wabash. 

Their last home was at 287 Missouri 
avenue. He left her and the baby the 
morning of Oct. 6 and the next day the 
furniture was taken by the company 
from which it had been bought, and 
the gas was shut off. 

She ‘vent to Altenbernd’s parents, who 
live at 3431A Pestalozzi street, and says 
she was told by her mother-in-law that 
she could have the young man arrested 
it she wished, but that the family could 
do nothiag for her. 

Mother Goes Out to Work 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter called 
at the house the girl wife was just kiss- 
ing her baby good-by before going 
downtown to work. 

“Poor thing,”’ she said to the wee girl, 
“your mother has to go and leave you, 
and your daddy doesn’t give a cent for 
you.” 

She said her own family had been un- 
able to help-her, and that she had gone 
back to the work she formerly did, but 
earned less than before her marriage, 
so that she has difficulty In making a 
living.

The suit against the Buck Stove and Range Co. 
of St. Louis, in which Judge Hook of the Federal 
Court of Appeals for the Bighth Circuit has just 
handed down an opinion, was brought by C. W.

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—** CHILDREN’S GUARDIANS LAW. 

Under the ordinance passed last July, a St. 
Louls widow who has dependent children and is 
without means is entitled to a “pension” of $3.50 
a week for each child. This enables her to keep 
her children: at home, instead of intrusting them 
to the care of an asylum or having them commit- 
ted to the Industrial School. 
But if the mother’s husband is crippled and 
unable to make a-living, or if he has deserted 
her, she receives nothing under: this law. She 
may have children of such tender years as to 
make it impossible for her to go out to work. 
And her only course is to part with them. The 
law discriminates against her and in favor of 
the woman whose husband is dead. 

Mr. Henry Neil, author of what is known as 
the mother’s pension law, passed by the Illinois 
Legislature, calls attention to this defect in the 
St. Louis law, and points to the fact that, under 
the Hilinois law, all needy mothers, left without 
male support, are entitled to the pension. Hé 
alap says that the promoters of the St. Lonis| 
law informed him. that the exclusion. of mothers 
other than widows was intentional, for the.pur- 
pose of getting the public here accustomed to 
the idea of pensions for dependent mothers.

Our .peoplé are conserva- 
tive, and we would pgefer to wait ard learn what 
are the results in Chicage ef a-very inclusive 
system of relief before adopting it here. Espe- 
clally would we guard against the introduction 
of politics, which at one time menaced the Chi- 
cago act. Is the danger there past? 
“As to giving pensions to the wives of prison- 
ers in our jails, can not for them a better mode 
or relief be devised? For minor offenses, it is 
hoped before long, offenders, instead of being 
sent to the workhouse, will be required to go 
to work and support their families under the 
supervision of a parole or probation officer, And 
there should be a law that part of a prisoner’s 
earnings be paid his family. As for deserted 
wives, how. many. more men will disappear: if 
thereby their families are assured of a pension? 
Then something may be left to private relief. 

If an amount proportionately smaller than 
$12,000 a month (as the population of St. Louls 
is less than that of Chicago) is to be appro- 
rriated for mothers’ psoas, te us be sure 
that the relief will be wisely ministered for 
the greatest good of the greatest number.
